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1. in mid-July the headquarters of the Soviet Far Kastern Army sent apsroximately 
300 German prisoners of war, ell jet plane pilots, from Komsomolsk, Siberia, 
to Mukden and Ghangehun, from where they were to be assigned to various air 
bases in Menchuria to pilot jet planes for the Chinese Communists. All these 
prisoners of war had been held for a long time in Komsomelsk and well 
indroctinated by the Soviets. 


2. In early August the headquarters of the International Volunteer Air Force was 
in the Railway Guest Mouse, Mukden. Pu-lu-ta-fu (47 % @ % ), Soviet, was 
commander-in-chief and LIW Ta~-lou, head of the Chinese Commnist Air Tarce (CCAP) , 
was deputy commander. 


3, During March work was completed on the reconstruction of Esuchiapeng (17. ‘% #8 ) 
Airfield, Wuch'ang (114-17,30-32) area. In late July this field was handling 
commercial planes only. 


4k, During mid-duly the Nankow @irfield was expanded to include the former racetrack 
area adjacent to the field. The work wae done under the supervision of Soviet

ef 400 (sic) aireraft, .
